I have  pleasure  in  submitting'  the  \nnual  Report  of  the  Merliral 
Officer  ol  Health  on  the  health  ol  the  Borough  and  the  work  in  the 
Health  Department  lor  tin*  year  1959. 

I he  |arro\v,  Heblmrn,  Felling  and  Boldon  l nitcd  I )isl riets  (Medical 
Ollieer  of  Health)  \mendment  Order  1959  extended  the  area  ol  the 
I’nited  Districts  of  |arro\v,  Hebburn  and  Felling',  which  had  existed 
since  1953  to  include  the  Crban  District  ol  Bold  on.  The  whole  area  now 
covers  almost  15,000  acres;  this  Order  came  into  efl cel  on  1st  April, 
1959  and  increased  m\  duties  and  responsibilities  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  serve  a total  population  ol  105,000. 

The  health  statistics  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  body  of  the  Report; 
there  are,  however,  several  features  on  which  I should  like  to  comment. 

The  principal  vital  statistics  show  no  significant  change  compared 
with  1958.  The  population  ol  the  Borough  increased  during  the  year 
by  60  to  29,340  and  the  natural  increase,  excess  ol  births  over  deaths, 
was  182  1 lie  Birth  Rate  showed  a slight  reduction  to  19.1  but  the 

Standardised  Rate  ol  17.4  (i.e.  corrected  lor  age  and  sex  structure  ol 
the  population)  exceeds  the  figure  ol  16.5  for  l.ngland  and  Whiles.  1 lie 
Death  Rate  of  12.9  exceeded  that  in  1958  and  the  Standardised  Rate  ol 
15.6  is  well  above  the  figure  ol  11.6  lor  Fnglatid  and  Wales.  Heart 
Disease  and  Cancer  again  accounted  lor  more  than  hall  ol  the  deaths 
during  the  tear,  and  Respiratory  Disease  was  again  an  important  cause 
ol  death  especially  amongst  men.  fhe  Still  Birtli  Rate  showed  little 
change  compared  with  1958. 

During  1959  there  w ere  27  1 n I ant  Deaths,  compared  with  17  tti  the 
previous  year,  giving  an  increased  Inlant  Mortalitv  Rate  ol  48.2,  the 
highest  in  the  Borough  since  1951,  and  more  than  double  the  National 
Inlant  Mortality  Rate  which  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  Idle  increased 
Inlant  Mortalitv  was  largely  accounted  (or  by  the  fact  that  more  babies 
died  as  a result  of  Prematurity  which  was  responsible  for  almost  hall  ol 
the  infant  deaths. 


In  tin  environmental  sphere  encouraging  progress  is  being  made  in 
the  control  ol  atmospheric  pollution;  this  important  and  serious  public 
health  problem  is  discussed  lulh  in  the  report  ol  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  on  page  30 

1 must  once  again  refer  to  what  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most 
serious  and  ever  increasing  epidemics  ol  modern  times  Lung  Cancer. 
In  1949  this  disease  earned  11,000  deaths  in  England  and  Wales.  This 
figure  increased  bv  1,000  each  year  so  that  last  year  the  number  of 
deaths  had  risen  to  21,000  almost  doubled  in  a decade!

In  order  to  place  this  disease  in  proper  perspective,  the  foregoing 
comparison  with  the  mortality  from  Poliomyelitis  and  motor  vehicle 
accidents  is  of  interest.  These  two  topics  are,  quite  rightly,  a matter  of 
great  public  interest  and  concern  and  in  consequence  receive  widespread 
publicity.  We  cannot  travel  far  without  seeing  posters  advertising  road 
safety  or  the  benefits  ol  immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis.  In  contrast, 
one  seldom  sees  publicity  given  to  the  mortal  dangers  of  cigarette  smok- 
ing and  the  undoubted  association  with  lung  cancer;  such  advertising 
would  be  unpopular  with  mam  vested  interests.  It  is  manilestlv  absurd 
that  there  should  be  a need  for  the  expenditure  ol  public  funds  to 
i ompete  with  the  lavish  and  extensive  advertising  campaigns  of  the 
cigarette  manufacturers ; the  introduction  ol  a certain  measure  ol  statu- 
tory control  over  such  advertising  merits  serious  consideration.

(2)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions. 

(a)  Description  of  the  Area. 

The  Borough  of  (arrow  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape  having  its 
northern  boundary  formed  bv  the  River  Tyne.  To  the  east  and  west  the 
boundaries  of  the  area  are  contiguous  with  those  of  South  Shields 
Countv  Borough  and  Hebburn  Urban  District  respectively,  while  the 
Newcastle  Sunderland  railway  line  forms  the  southern  boundary  between 
(arrow  and  Boldon  Urban  District. 

|.irrow,  with  its  two  mile  water  front,  forms  part  of  the  densely 
populated  Tyneside  conurbation  and  is  part  of  the  northern  boundary  of 
Durham  County;  there  arc  direct  links  with  Northumberland  by  means 
of  the  pedestrian  tunnel  and  the  vehicular  ferry  between  farrow  and 
How  don. 

The  Newcastle/South  Shields  railway  line  divides  the  densely 
populated  industrial  and  commercial  district  forming  t lie  northern-most 
third  ol  the  Borough  from  the  mainly  residential  area  to  the  south,  l he 
northern  area  is  in  process  of  extensive  re-development  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Comprehensive  Area  Re-development  Plan  which  provides 
fur  the  demolition  bv  wav  of  slum  clearance  of  the  majority  of  houses  in 
the  area.  The  Plan  also  provides  for  the  construction  of  new  roads  to 
link  up  with  the  proposed  I vne  Tunnel  to  be  constructed  alongside  the 
pedestrian  tunnel,  so  as  to  replace  the  existing  ferry.  The  persons  dis- 
placed by  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  will  be  re-housed  partly  within 
the  area  of  the  Development  Plan  and  partly  in  the  overspill  site  in  the 
Bold  on  Urban  District  adjoining  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Borough.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

(a)  Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

During  1958,  a second  recording-  station  was  set  up  on  the  root  ol 
the  Market  Square  Co-operative  Mall,  in  the  centre  of  the  older  northern 
sector  of  the  town,  abutting  the  riverside.  Like  the  Monkton  Dene 
station,  the  new  one  consists  of  a deposit  gauge  and  a lead  peroxide 
candle.  In  1959  comparative  readings  for  the  full  vear  wen  available  for 
the  first  time. 

The  readings  of  solid  deposits  and  sulphur,  as  set  out  below,  clcarlv 
show  the  heavier  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  more  industrial  northern 
area  of  the  Borough.  Lor  instance,  the  annual  total  of  solid  deposit  at 
the  Market  Square  station  was  174  tons  per  square  mile  compared  w ith 
131  tons  at  Monkton  Dene.

council  houses.  It  has  been  estimated  that  about  1,300  tons  of  smoky 
luels  per  year  will  need  lo  be  replaced  by  smokeless  fuels,  and  that  an 
additional  1,100  tons  ol  smokeless  luels  will  be  required  for  new  houses 
to  be  built  in  the  area  before  the  end  ol  1964. 

1 here  are  some  IKS  fireplaces  requiring  replacement  or  adaptation 
in  92  private  dwellings  at  an  estimated  cost  of  about  £1,700  towards 
which  the  Minister  will  pay  a contribution  of  up  to  £675,  leaving-  the 
Council  on  the  one  hand  and  the  propertv  owners  on  the  other  to  share 
the  balance  of  £1 ,025. 

In  Circular  5 59,  the  Minister  of  Housing-  and  Local  Government 
asked  each  Council  in  the  so  called  “black  areas"  to  inform  him  of  its 
plans  lor  establishing  Smoke  Control  Areas  in  the  next  5 vear  period, 
and  to  say  how  many  years  were  needed  to  deal  with  the  whole  of  its 
domestic  smoke  problem.  Alter  due  consideration  the  ] arrow  Borough 
Council  approved  a programme  involving  the  establishment  In  the  end 
ol  1964  ol  lour  Smoke  Control  Areas  covering  800  acres  and  affecting 
nearly  5,000  premises.  In  its  phasing  the?  programme  progresses  from 
the  areas  which  can  readilv  be  made  smokeless  to  those  in  which  increas- 
ing numbers  >1  conversions  would  be  necessary.  Its  effect  in  live  vears 
would  be  to  make  halt  ol  the  Borough  smokeless,  and  later  to  ensure  the 
total  abolition  ol  domestic  smoke  pollution  in  farrow  bv  1970. 

(c)  Industrial  Smoke. 

1.  Exempted  Fireplaces  Order. 

An  important  Government  measure  in  connection  wit  it  Smoke  Con- 
trol Areas  and  affecting  industrial  and  commercial  premises  was  the 
Smoke  Control  Areas  (Lxempted  f ireplaces]  Order,  1959,  which  permits, 
in  certain  circumstances,  the  use  ol  smoke  producing  luels  in  furnaces 
equipped  with  mechanical  stokers.  Although  time  done  will  tell  what 
effect  this  new  measure  will  have,  it  would  seem  that  those  who 
administer  smoke  control  areas  max  find  difficulty  in  dealing  with  plant 
operators  who  tail  to  observe  exemption  conditions.  It  would  seem  too, 
that  a general  exemption  for  mechanical  stokers  installed  since  Decem- 
ber 1956  is  hardly  justified  on  technical  grounds,  as  sonic  kinds  ol  stoker 
are  extremelv  difficult  to  operate  without  causing  smoke  whatever  grade 
of  coal  used.  Cnless  a furnace  fired  mechanically  is  equipped  also  with 
mechanical  means  of  ash  removal  and  dust  extraction  it  can  hardly  be 
said  to  have  been  designed  so  as  to  minimise  the  emission  of  smoke. 

In  general  there  was  an  encouraging  improvement  in  tile  position 
regarding  industrial  smoke  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  and  it  would 
seem  that  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958,  have 
been  effective  during  their  first  lull  vear  ol  operation.  Some  twvnlv 
smoke  observations  were  recorded,  but  in  only  two  cases  were  contra- 
ventions noted.  On  both  occasions  the  management  of  the  firms  con- 
cerned took  cllective  measures.

I lie  (ouncil 
has  the  responsibilil v ol  seeing  that  t lie  boiler  smoke  does  not  offend  the 
Clean  \ i r Act.  but  the  conditions  euvernin^  smoke  from  the  furnace  arc*

From  the 
Minister’s  statement  il  is  apparent  that,  when  consideing  (arrow's 
application  alone  with  eight  others,  he  made  a camera!  polic  v decision  in 
favmr  ol  the  larger  authorities  emplov  mg  full-time  smoke  inspection 
stalls.  I a * Minister's  decision  at  local  level  does  nothing  to  me  rcome 
the  impraet  ieabilit  v oi  two  authorities  being  responsible'  for  the  enforce- 
ment o|  tlie  ( lean  Air  Act  in  respect  oi  a sim.de  liimnev  siaek.  Mean- 
while. members  ol  the  public  when  encouraged  to  “saerifice”  their  coal 
lires  in  the  cause  ol  clean  air  are  understandably  quick  to  scorn  the 
inabilitv  oi  the  ( ounc  il  to  deal  with  one  prominent  oll’ender.

Whilst  it  is  plaink  the  duty  ot  the  local  authority  to  ensure  that 
nuisances  ol  this  kind  are  promptly  abated,  fewer  complaints  would  arise 
il  industry  and  housing  were  not  sited  so  close  together.  I he  planning 
authority,  when  regulating  or  reviewing  land  use,  should  fully  take  into 
account  the  public  health  lactors  invoked.

Si >iih‘  dilliculties  bare  arisen  in  the  nothern  part  ol  tlv  town  where 
the  work  ol  slum  clearance  is  causing  disturban.ee  very  near  to  the  older 
shopping  streets.  At  the  same  time  the  shop-keepers  themselves  are 
laced  with  the  prospect  ol  having  to  quit  their  existing  premises  to  make 
wav  lor  central  shopping  re-development.  While  this  < ontinues  it  is 
prudent  in  ionic  eases  to  accept  a lower  standard  than  would  otherwise 
be  allowed.  li  is  expected  that  higher  standards  ol  lood  hygiene  will 
prewail  when  the  new  shopping  precinct,  on,  which  building  commenced 
during  the  w ar,  is  completed.  As  ibis  work  progresses,  inieiwiews  will 
In-  arranged  with  incoming  occupiers  ol  new  shops  to  ensure  that  the 
premises  and  equipment  lullv  eonipK  with  the  Regulations  and  that 
proper  lood  handling;  habits  are  instilled  in  the  persons  to  be  emploved 
in  the  new  lood  shops. 

Although  most  routine  food  hvgicne  work  is  concerned  with  \isits 
to  retail  loo<|  shops,  particular  attention  was  paid  during  the  ve.ar  to 
standards  ol  lood  hvgiene  in  the  licenced  club  premises  in  the  town. 

On  the  educational  side,  a ( lean  hood  displa v was  a r ranged  for  one 
week.  I'he  proprietors  ol  premises  in  the  Market  Square  irea  kindlv 
allowed  the  use  ol  their  prominent  window  sp;irc. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regu'aLons,  1947-1952. 

\llh mgh  more  premises  arc  now  registered  lor  the  sale  ol  ice  cream 
there  remains  oiilv  one  ice  cream  manuln<  turer  in  the  liorouqh. 

I he  manulaeturer’s  premises  were  kept  under  supeiwision  and  his 
product  sampled  and  lo.und  to  be  sat isl acti >r\  . It  appears  that  the 
pasteurising  plant  at  these  premises  is  used  onl\  when  there  is  a hea\v 
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summer  demand  lor  ice  cream.  At  other  times  a proprietory  cold  mix  is 
used. 

ll  will  be  seen  from  the  record  below  that  samples  were  obtained 
from  mobile  vans.  Special  attention  was  given  to  the  cleanliness  of 
these  vehicles  and  their  equipment.

Artificial  Cream. 

There  are  no  registered  premises  in  the  Borough.  There  is  a firm 
producing  confectionerv  filling'  and  these  premises  have  been  inspected 
periodically.  A sample  of  this  product  was  submitted  for  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test  and  was  placed  in  Grade  1. 

Food  Sampling. 

in  addition  to  the  articles  ol  lood  reported  as  having  been  senL  to 
the  Public  Analyst  in  connection  with  complaints  as  to  unsoundness  or 
foreign  matter,  a further  19  samples  were  purchased  inlormallv  lor 
analysis.  The  samples,  which  consisted  of  one  each,  ol  bakewcll  tart 
mixture,  mincemeat,  canned  lager,  plum  pudding,  dried  sage,  almond 
flavouring,  larbados  sugar,  meat  pudding,  crab  spread  with  butter, 
lemon  flavouring  essence,  almond  flavouring  essence,  vanilla  flavouring 
essence,  synthetic  colour  mellow,  liquid  cochineal,  green  confectionery 
colour  and  two  each  of  canned  beer  and  Christmas  pudding  were  all 
reported  to  be  genuine.  These  19  samples  were  in  addition  to  those 
submitted  bv  Durham  Countv  Council  in  its  capacity  as  hood  and  Drugs 
Authority. 

Mr.  Angus  Graham,  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  for 
Durham  Countv  Council  Iras  kindly  forwarded  details  relating  to  the  102 
samples  obtained  in  [arrow  bv  oflicers  ol  his  department. 

()|  the  52  samples  >1  milk  submitted  lor  analysis,  42  complied  Lilly 
with  the  standards  laid  down.  9 samples  were  lound  to  be  genuine 
though  below  prescribed  standards,  and  one  sample  contained  extraneous 
water.  Two  letters  of  caution  were  sent.

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases. 


Ihc  total  number  ol  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1959  was 
573  compared  with  487  in  1958.  fliis  increase  ol  386  was  largely 
accounted  lor  In  an  increased  incidence  ol  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough. 

Measles. 

I'lie  majority  ol  the  574  cases  notified  during'  1959  occurred  during 
the  first  quarter  ol  the  year  in  continuation  ol  the  epidemic  which  had 
begun  late  in  1958;  thus  the  common  biennial  epidemic  pattern  was 
maintained. 

Whooping  Cough. 

The  number  of  eases  notified  during  1959  was  183,  compared  with 
38  m the  precious  rear,  and  lew  were  sufficiently  se\erc  to  require 
admission  to  hospital.  Increasing  numbers  ol  children  are  being 
immunised  against  this  disease  and,  although  the  resultant  immunity 
ma\  not  alu  av s completely  prevent  inlection,  it  docs  reduce  the  severity 
ol  the  disease  w hich  can  be  grave  in  the  very  young. 

Dysentery. 

It  is  ph  asing  to  record  that  onlv  one  case  ol  dvsentcrv  was  notified 
during  1959.  I his,  however  is  no  cause  for  complacency  as  Sonne 
Dysentery  continues  to  be  endemic  throughout  Tyneside.  The  mild 
nature  ol  the  symptoms  results  in  many  cases  not  being  diagnosed,  with 
the  resultant  risk  of  spreading  the  infection. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

There  were  9 eases  notified  during  1959  e nnpared  with  1 '2  in  1958. 
Ml  ol  these  cases  occurred  in  Danes  field  Maternity  Hospital  with  the 
stall  of  whit'll,  a close  liaison  is  maintained  in  order  that  effective  control 
measures  mav  be  speedily  applied  when  required. 
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Tuberculosis. 

During  1959,  26  new  rases  ol  I’ulmonarv  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
— the  smallest  number  ol  new  eases  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough  in  one 
year;  this  compared  favourably  with  67  cases  notified  in  the  previous 
year.  Almost  hall  ol  the  new  cases  occurred  in.  the  vulnerable  15  -24 
years  age  group.  F.qually  encouraging  is  the  fact  that  during  the  year 
129  previously  notified  patients  had  recovered.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  this  briel  report  of  local  activity  during'  1959  in  connection 
with  the  Council’s  statutory  duties  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  no  outbreaks  of  notifiable  disease  of 
animals  in  J arrow  during  1959. 

A complaint  was  received  via  the  Police  Irom  a person  who  con- 
sidered that  some  horses  grazing  locally  were  affected  with  Parasitic 
Mange.  In  tla  knowledge  that  this  disease  is  considered  to  have  been 
eradicated  from  Great  Britain  since  1948,  the  complaint  was  investigated 
and  lound  to  be  completely  without  substance. 

()l  local  as  well  as  national  interest  is  the  progress  being  made  in 
the  plan  to  eradicate  tuberculosis  from  cattle.  During  1959,  (arrow, 
together  with  parts  ol  Durham  Countv  and  the  whole  ol  Northumber- 
land, was  a “free  testing”  area  and  in  March  1960  reached  the  next 
stage  of  being  declared  a “tuberculosis  eradication  area’’.  Bv  some 
time  in  1961  all  herds  in  this  area  should  consist  only  ol  tuberculin  tested 
cattle.  Regional  progress  is  alread\  in  evidence  bv  the  steep  fall  in  the 
quantity  of  tuberculous  meat  condemned  at  local  slaughterhouses.

In  relation  to  those  duties,  the  anomaly  continues  wherein  in  law 
a m ibile  shop  does  not  need  to  conlorm  to  t he  restrictions  as  to  hours 
ol  closing  and  Sundav  trading  which  applv  to  ordinary  shops,  h'.vcn  in 
static  shop  premises  lew  occupiers  remain  open  lor  trading-  as  late  as 
till  law  permits,  and  most  ol  those  who  do  employ  no  assistants.  The 
\ct  needs  to  be  completely  redrawn  to  preside  workable  regulations  in 


keeping  with  modern  shopping  habits.
